children. The feeling of 
doubt is so strong that 
Dr. F. McCoy it acts about the same as 
a sharp rock in the shoe, nagging, jabbing 


and irritating. They are continually bothered 

and anxious and after a period of strain when 

their symptoms become more notic@able, they 
find a new doubt and doubt if they are sane. 

There are all grades and cegrees seen in 
these nervous cases. Sometimes, the nervous 
symptoms are mild, sometimes they are so 
strong that they produce a state similar to 
nervous exhaustion, called neurasthenia, which 
means nerve weakness. Sometimes they take 
the form of a neurosis. 

Four points which I wish to make clear to 
you concerning nervous troubles are 
1, They can be cured, 

2. They are entirely different from insanity 
and no matter how nervous you are, you are 
in no danger of insanity. 

3. They develop in people above the average 
in intelligence. I do not hesitate to say that 
you who are nervous, have “brains.” 

4. If your nervous system is sensitive enough 
and highly organized enough for you to de- 
velop a nervous disorder, this means that 
once you get straightened out and learn 
how to use your power so it will do you 
some good, you will make a greater success 
than you ever dreamed of. 

The “nervous” patient has a power not 
given to the average person and once he learns 
to use that power, he loses the feeling of in- 
feriority, he drops his anxieties and fears like 
an old coat and gets results that are perfectly 
Satisfactory. 

It is perfectly true that nervous conditions 
cause a great deal of unhappiness but the nerv- 
ousness is usually not the fault of the patient 
himself. Nearly always the habitual pattern of 
doubting himself is trained into him during 
childhood and the damage done by mis-edu- 
cation during early years lasts over into matur- 
ity. The way that you think or feel about 
events today is just about the same as the way 
you were taught to think when a child. People 
who grow up to be nervous are those who had 
the wrong attitudes pounded into them as chil- 
dren. Our emotional reaction to events is fixed 
in early life and we go on reacting in the same 
way thereafter, unless the resultant misery 
forces us to find a better way. 

In all nervous disorders the trouble 
chiefly in the way the patient feels, that 
his problem is largely emotional or mental. 
Early in life the patient learns that he is dif- 
ferent from others and he starts an endless con- 
flict to try to make himself over. He fails to 
realize that by being different he has some- 
thing better than they have. His emotional re- 
sponse to the situation is that he is inferior. 
Here is the first mistake—he should feel just 
the opposite, that he is considerably better than 
average. He must realize that he is entitled to 
his own self-respect. In fact the first step in 
the cure lies in raising the patient’s self-re- 
spect. He then loses his feeling of shame, 
bashfulness, and inferiority. 

As soon as this is accomplished a great deal 
of his tension disappears. For it is a rule that 
the person who thinks he is not quite good 
enough spends most of his time arguing with 
himself and trying to demonstrate his worth to

others. His mind is in a turmoil, or as popu- 
lar expression has it, “he stews in his own 
juices.” Once he feels he is as good as the next 


person and probably a little better, his self- 
assurance comes back and the victory over his 
nervousness comes closer

migration and Colonization. 

The supposition that these farm 


families would setile in Northern | 
Alberta in order to produce veg-| 


@tables to supply to the mining 
areas probably arose, states the de- 
partment, om inquiries made by 
the secretary of the Danish Lega- 
tion in London, England, about the 
prospects for Danish immigrants 
in Canada 


RUMOR AROSE 


Mention was also made by the 
secretary of the legation that the 
Danish government had been look- 
ing into land settlement opportuni- 
ties in a section of the Argentine 
From this, states the department, a 
rumor arose that the Danish gov- 
ernment was advancing a huge sum 
of money to assist Danish emigra- 
tion to the province of New 
Brunswick. It was impossible, adds 
the letter, to find any foundation 
for this rumor. 

Following the introduction in the 


Danish parliament of an emigra- | 


tion bill, the department of immi- 
gration and colonization secured a 


copy of the Danish emigration law | 
and found that it placed upon the | 


Danish government an obligation to 
supply for the benefit of the emi- 
grants all necessary and useful par- 
ticulars about countries to which 
Danes might go

“Parchment,” for example, must imply the 
actual processed skin of goats, sheep or other animals 
er else be described as “parchment paper”... “Elk” 
must be indicated as a trade name. Cedar chests may 
not be advertised as moth proof. “Pint” and “quart” 
must never be used except in connection with Imperial 
measure, nor “French Ivory” appear without indicating 
its real nature as grained celluloid.
